PIUTE “SUGAR CANE.” 


W. R. Frink, of Sacramento, writes 
to the Record - Union as follows about 
the Piute sugar cane: 

“This morning I received the fol- 
1dwing letter from George Lovelocks, 
of Lovelocks, Nevada. He says: ‘I 
will describe the way it (the sugar) is 
produced, as I have noticed it for 
many years. Along in August at cer- 
tain places, you will find it on the 
leaves and stems of a reed that grows 
from six to eight feet high, about the 
size of a man's finger. It has a silky 
tassel. It is iso found on the wil- 
lows away from the reeds. I have al- 
so seen it on different kinds of small 
bushes. In the latter part of August 
when we are cutting hay, we go under 
the willows for shade. If we look up 
through the willow bushes we will see 
it falling like a mist. It is real sugar. 
It falls like a kind of honey-dew. I 
do not believe it comes out of the 
reeds,. or cane, as they call it. It is 
accompanied by an insect- a kind of 
louse. The Indians gather the seeds 
and grass and bnshes together, then 
thfash with sticks, and sift it out, melt 
it down and strain throngh cloth. It 
is sugar. But where it comes 
from . always puzzled the. The 
Indians gather a large quantity of it 
every Fall, and cattle get very fat by 
eating feed that has it on. 

This letter explains the mystery. 

cane or reed which was supposed 
to produce the sugar found on its 
leaves and stems is evidently of no 
value. The insects whieh Mr. Love- 
lock speaks of as living on the plant 


are doubtless the “honey-dew” Pass 


ducers, the aphides, or plant ‘fide, 

scribed in this column yesterday. 
Their peculiar sweet secretion crys- 
talizes into grains on the exterior of 
the plant, and has thus given rise to 
the story of the “Piute Sugar Cane.” 
Honey Lake in Lassen county receiv- 
ed its name from the honey dew” 
which is found upon the tules around 
its margin. The vegetation through- 
out Honey Lake valley exhibits de- 
posits of the same substance, except- 
ing the salt grass. The plants in that 
section are infested by the aphis.

parliamentary country to this day.” 
It is unfortunately true that many 
of the Presidential candidates, with- 
out a „are unsatisfactory. 
dubredly many much 
better men than either Grant or Blaine 
in the Republican party, and who can

as a Presidential candidate? It is lit- 
tle to say of him that he is magnetic. 
Tue best man for President among 
the Republican party should have 
some higher claim to consideration 
than his personal influence over other 
men, Senator Blaine has been a long 
time in public life.

Has he thrown any light 
on the vexed questions of finance, tax- 
ation or government? No one claims 
that Blaine has won any distinction as 
a statesman. He is simply a “white- 
plumed” party captain. 

No man should be President of the 
United States whose character is not 
above reproach. Such a character can 
not be acccrded James G. Blaine
